The reports of the revolver fired in 
rapid succession soon attracted thos* 
to the hallways who w’ere about the 
place and the police were called to 
the place. 
Ricketts will not discuss 
the tragedy, but all indications go to 
show that lie went to the room, re 
volver loaded, and evidently lieut on 
murder. What occurred is not known 
at this time, but follow tug the reports 
of the revolver a bloody scene was 
presented aud the two women lay dead 
on the floor. 
Mrs. Britton had either dressed to 
to out upon the street or else had Just 
returned to her room. She had on her 
coat, hat and gloves, being dressed in 
street attir . Mrs. Britton lay dead 
in the room, a bullet having entered 
the abdomen, passing clear through 
the body and out of the back.

Francisco Madeiro, the Revolutionary 
Leader, la Said to Be Surrounded. 
Only One Town In Rebel*' Hands. 


Mexico City, Nov. 25.—Advices re­ 
ceived from all parts of the country 
Iud I > ate that quiet is prevailing and 
that the government is rapidly getting 
control of the situation in Mexico City, 
Guadalajara, Monterey, Torreon aud 
all other large cities. 
The agents of the government are 
buying all the arms and ammunition 
in sight. 
In one store in Guadalajara 
there was found more than 2,000.000 
cartridges. 
The 
anchorites 
expect 
within this week to buy up all the 
available arms in the < ountry. 
Arrests of the revolutionists con­ 
tinue, many of them being sent to 
Mexico City from outside places. The 
Jails are full to overflowing Frequent 
rumors are current of outbreaks at 
various places which could not bt 
confirmed. 
Little credence is placed 
in them. 
The government believes 
that Madeiro is in Mexico and is mak­ 
ing every effort to apprehend him. 
Troops are daily leaving Mexico City 
for the north. Trouble is feared there 
only. 
Business in Mexico City and in all 
parts of the republic is greatly de­ 
pressed, but it is believed that it will 
recover promptly. The minister of war 
says the only trouble at present com es 
from a few bands of outlaws In the 
northern parts of the republic, which 
will be subdued inside of a week. 
The newspapers of 
Mexico City, 
which have been giving detailed re­ 
ports of the trouble, are now being 
censored. 
Changes in the governorships of sev­ 
eral states will be made by order of 
President Diaz as a result of the revo­ 
lutionary rioting. 
It is said President 
Diaz 
holds 
the governors of some 
states as partly being responsible for 
hostile demonstrations.

Kinsman, veteran physician, died from 
heart trouble here He was for yea s 
protester of 
medicine in the Ohio

arose in the air at the former place, 
got twisted and landed in Trenton.

NETS $1,000,000 


M in a Firm Used Bolus 
Bills OI Lading. 


Washington, Nov. 25.—Commenting 
on the airest by postoffice ins gee to no 
of John W. Knight, senior member of 
the cotton brokerage firm of Knight, 
Yancey & Co., of Decatur, Ala., Post­ 
m aster General Hitchcock said that 
the operations of the concern, through 
alleged fraudulent use of the mails, 
would probably exceed $1,000,90#. 
The alleged fraud was committed, 
he said, by the use of bogus bills of 
lading covering fictitious shipments. 
Mr. Hitchcock asserts that by making 
false reports of shipments to insur­ 
ance companies, certificates of insur 
ance were 
procured 
covering 
railway and marine risks. 
These genuine insurance certificate* 
were accepted as indicating the hones­ 
ty of the shipments and the hills of 
lading thus ac companied were nego 
Gated by note brokers, who procured 
payment from the fereign im porters 
in advance of delivery. 
The cotton 
purc hased. Mr. Hitchcock said, never 
arrived. 
Mr. Hitchcock declared the transac­ 
tions of Knight, Yancey Mc Co. were 
similar to those ef another concern of 
Corinth, M ss., whoee members were 
recently indicted on evidence procured 
by postoffbe inspectors 
The postmaster general further al­ 
leged that “the Investigation developed 
that the two concerns had aa arrange­ 
ment by which they exchanged drafts, 
eac h holding power of attorney for the 
other to accept such drafts, and that 
together they committed frauds ag­ 
gregating between $2,000,000 and $3.- 
000,090.”

Night Prowlers Find M inister and Wife 
Awake and Murder Them and Rob 


the House. 


Trenton. N. J., Nov. 25.—Rev. An­ 
drew L. Armstrong, the eight.v-y<ar­ 
oid pastor of the Presbyterian church 
at Dutch Neck, ten miles east ut tile 
city of Trenton, and his wife were 
murdered at their home by burglars. 
Theu the house was ransacked, but 
nothing but money and the handsome 
gold watch of the aged preacher ap 
parentsy was taken. 
At first it was declared that burg 
Jars committed the crime, but th e cir­ 
cum stances surrounding the case led 
to the conclusion by the authorities 
that the m urderer or m urderers were 
no ordinary thieves, but persons famil­ 
iar with the p recises and the habits 
of the inm ates of the house. 
The authorities 
questioned Joseph 
Sears, son of Mrs. John Sears, tho 
aged housekeeper of the Armstrongs, i 
Sears was put through a rigid exam 
ination 
by 
Prosecutor 
William 
J. 
Croesley. 
Sears had left the house on a hunt- ( 
ing expedition and returned soon alter 
the murder w is committed. His moth ! 
t r was on the second floor of the 
house, heard scream s and the shots 
and hid in terror under the bed. but 
was not harmed. 
Sears was brought to Trenton by 
Klrkham. the county detective. Kirk- 1 
ham and the prosecutor also brought 
another men. 
A gun that was supposed to have 
been used In the shooting of the Arm­ 
strong* was found, hut It contained 
only on* empty shell, and the authori­ 
ties are at a 1*h*h to understand how 
the other shot wa* fired. Rear*, it is 
understood, says he ran 
prove an 
alibi, and insists that he was in New J 
Brunswick. 
Mr. Armstrong and his wife were 
both shot in the breast, and both, it 
s«*ms certain, died instantly. 
Their 
bodies were found in pools of blood 
on the first floor of the house 
The aged pastor s body was lying in , 
his study, while that of his wife was 
lying in a d**orway leading from th** 
kitchen to the diningroom. 
From the condition of the lower floor 
of the house It was plainly to be seen j 
that there had been a struggle by the j 
eighty-year old clergyman and his wife J 
to escape the assassins. 
It is believed j 
that the m urderers were recognized 
by the Armstrongs atter they had en­ 
tered the house and that the aged oou 
pie were killed because of this recog­ 
nition. 
Cash apparently is what was want­ 
ed, and with the exception of money,] 
they apparently took nothing away but i 
the handsome gold watch of th** aged ■ 
pastor. This was roughly torn from the 
charm worn around his neck, and his 
pockets were turned inside out. 
Mr*. John Sear*, an aged woman, 
has been housekeeper in th** Atm 
strong house for many years. Her son. 
Joseph, a young man. also lived in the 
same house. 
Early in the morning Joseph Sears 
arose to go hunting in the neightjor- 
hood of New Brunswick. Ho left bls 
mother and the pastor and his wife at 
home. 
Mr. Armstrong and his wife seldom 
retired early, as most people In the 
rural districts do. Mrs. Armstrong was 
fond of reading and would sit in the 
diningroom and read while Mr. Arm­ 
strong would spend the evening in his 
study on the same floor. 
Mrs. 8ears heard the scream s and 
shots, and In terror for her own life, 
hid. Thus the tim e and circum stances 
of the double m urder are pretty well 
established. 
It appears that »he burglars entered 
the house between IO and ll o’clock. 
They forced their way in and surprised 
Mr. Armstrong and his wife. 
Mrs. Armstrong, apparently, arose to 
see what was going on aud was shot 
first, a bullet entering her breast. Then 
the aged pastor rushed front his study 
and he also wa* made the victim of 
bullets. 
The woman rolled over on 
her side, with her arm s over her face. 
and almost immediately after her hus­ 
band dropped over dead on the study 
floor. 
Mrs. Hears was in her room and was 
preparing to retire for the night when 
the first shot was fired. She realized 
that something terrible was happen 
ing, but she was powerless to give as 
sistance. 
The aged woman closed her door, 
and. frightened almost to death, she 
crawled under her bed. She thought 
her fate was to be the same as the 
Armstrongs. 
After the burglars had slain the old 
couple, Mrs. Sears heard them ran­ 
sacking the house. 
Mrs. Sears expected her son at any 
minute, as she lay under the bed al­ 
most in a state of collapse. About ll 
o’clock Sears returned. As he walked 
into the house he' met his moi her run­ 
ning down the stairs. The grief-strick­ 
en mother met hint in the dark and 
told him of what had happened. 
Seats and his moi her ran to th« 
homes of Enoch Coleman and George 
Dennison and called on them to help 
O ther neighbors were aroused and a 
crowd soon collected in the house.

Washington, Nov. 25.—A mutiny has 
occurred on board lour vessels of tho 
Brazilian navy, now in Rio de Janeiro, 
acool ding to advices received at the 
Brazilian embassy Sn this city.

Paulo, Mines Gcreas and tile cruisers 
Floriano and Bahia revolted, and after 
killing all the officers took puss asi->n 
01 the vessels. 
The mutineers bom­ 
barded the town, causing considerable 
damage. 
The revolt wa* due to dissatisfac­ 
tion with condition-* of service and had 
no i**_>1 it lr a I significance whatever. Mr. 
De Lima Silva, charge d'affaires of 
the Brazilian embassy, received ser- 
eral dispatches from Baron Bio Bran­ 
co, minister of foreign affairs of Bra­ 
zil, explaining the mutiny. The move­ 
ment, the oispatrhes said, was organ­ 
ized while the officer* were ashore. 
When they returned to their ships 
they declined to join the mutineers, 
and practically all the officers were 
killed.

Blanketing the Horse. 
The usefulness of a horse can be 
prolonged and his efficiency Increased 
by proper blanketing and grooming. 
On arriving ut the stable very warm 
and sweating the horse should not be 
blanketed until lie has ceased to 
stoa ut, nor should he be left In a 
draft. 
If blanketed at once little op­ 
portunity is given for him to dry off, 
the blanket will become damp aud 
the hair remain so all night. In case 
the blanket Is not used until the ani­ 
mal has ceased to steam and is some­ 
what cooled, which he will be in a 
quarter of an hour, the hair will be 
dry and smooth the following morn­ 
ing. 
The use of the outdoor blanket Is as 
imiK>rtant as the use of the stable 
blanket. 
If the horse is allowed to 
stand outdoors, either for a short or 
for a long time, he should be well 
blanketed. If he Is going to stop but 
a short time tho temptation not tc 
blanket the animal Is strong. 
The 
horse cools oil' rapidly and may chill, 
so that It Is best to blanket If only for 
a moment. 


Th* Poultry House. 
A chief reason for providing a house 
for tile hens Is to give them shelter 
from the severe cold, but there is dan­ 
ger of overdoing this. 
A henhouse 
is comfortable enough, even for lay­ 
ing hens, lf its interior is kept from 
going much below the freezing point. 
A dry, well ventilated house may be 
quite cold and yet be comfortable for 
active fowls. 
Plenty 
d litter to 
scratch in during the day and burlap 
curtains at night will see them safely 
through even severe weather without 
loss of health or stoppage of egg pro­ 
duction if the feeding and other condi­ 
tions are correct. — Western Poultry 
Journal.

Threat to Bombard Rio de Janeiro 


Brought Quick Action From Con­ 


gress— James Bryce Is There. 


Rio Jan eiro . Brazil, Nov. 26. — T he 
governm ent of B razil ha# yielded bi its 
m utinous navy. 
C ongress, m eeting in ex trao rd in ary 
session, voted to concede every de­ 
m and of the ultim atum presented, in ­ 
cluding general am nesty for the sa il­ 
ors, who. afte r m urdering as m any iff 
th e ir superior officers as sufficed to 
give them control of th e vessels, tra in ­ 
ed the guns of the w arships upon th e 
capital. 
W hat effect th e outcom e will have 
eventually on th e discipline In th e 
navy is a m a tte r of som e concern. T he 
im m ediate effect is to give th e sailors 
increased pay, sh o rte r £ourg of se r­ 
vice and less w ork through th e re c ru it­ 
ing of additions to th e crew s and to 
abolish corporal punishm ent. 
Follow ing th e action of congress th e 
m utineers w ent through the form ality 
of su rren d erin g and th e city resum ed 
its norm al activ ities and the public ex ­ 
citem ent has subsided. 
W hile th e revolt lasted th e people 
of th e city w ere kept in a sta te of su s­ 
pense, fearing 
th a t the 
m u tin eers 
would m ake good th e ir th rea t to blow 
up th e capital. It is not likely, how 
ever, th a t th ey would have taken th is 
step in any ev e n t because of the lik e­ 
lihood of com plications with G reat B ri­ 
tain. 
D uring th e progress of th e revolt 
Jam es Bryce. B ritish am bassador to 
th# U nited S tates, was th e guest of 
Baron Rio Branco, th e B razilian for­ 
eign m inister, and he would have been 
as llkel yas any one to suffer from a 
bom bardm ent. 
On the o th e r hand the m utinous b a t­ 
tleship Sac Paulo had on board sev­ 
eral B ritish subjects. At th e outbreak 
of th e trouble Sir W illiam H. D. H ag­ 
gard, B ritish m inister to B razil, n o ti­ 
fied th e B razilian foreign office that 
any attem p t of th e loyal torpedo boats 
to 
destroy 
the 
revolting 
w arships 
would be attended with danger to th e 
B ritish subjects on board. It is also 
known th a t th e governm ent hesitated 
to dam age th e bulw arks of Its navy. 
T h ere is no attem p t to give a politi­ 
cal color to the revolt, but the m uti­ 
nous ships (constituted a controlling 
proportion of the fleet. Brazil has but 
two dreadnoughts, th e M inas G eraes 
and th e 80a Paulo, and th ese being 
Joined by th e coast defense ships M ar­ 
shal 
Plortano and 
M arshal Deodoro 
and the scout ship Bahia, th e sailors 
w ere in prat th ai control of the fleet. 
T he trouble am ong the sailors had 
been brew ing for atune tim e, and when 
the M inas G ereas ran up th e red flag 
on T uesday night th e o th er vessels 
soon followed her exam ple. 
C aptain 
Neves, of th e M inas G eraes, and two 
n u tters w ere killed, as w ere several 
of th e se a m en who attack ed them , as 
the officers preferred death to the su r­ 
render of th e ship and fought gam ely. 
T he officers of the o th er m utinous 
w arships yielded and w ere put ashore. 
T hroughout W ednesday and T hursday 
the city w as at the mercy of the crew s, 
who dropped an occasional shell into 
the city.

T he Jury 
also m ade a th o rou gh inspection of 
the house In w hich th e aged couple 
were* killed. T h e c o ro n e r fixed Dec. 9 
as tho day for tak in g testim ony.
